Oklahoma City. June th 8:20 p. in.— 
A long distance phone message to 
Sheriff Tom Smith informs him that 
Geo. Garrison, sheriff of Oklahoma 
County, was killed in Oklahoma City 
last night while undertaking to a r­ 
rest a negro wife murderer, aud two 
of his depotjcs wounded, one of whom 
died this morning. It is further stated 
that this negro m urderer kfUed six 
other citizens this morning and had 
escaped going south and that offi­ 
cers and citizens all along the Ca­ 
nadian river were on the lookout. 
However, a message from the Okla­ 
homan since the above was written, 
states Hie facts, which vary some­ 
what from the report to Sheriff Smith. 
It is true that Geo. Garrison. Oklaho­ 
ma County sheriff, was killed last 
night at 9:20 by a negro wife m ur­ 
derer and that the negro is at pres­ 
ent at large, that he went east and 
that a large posse of officers and cit­ 
izens are in pursuit. Excitement was 
intense following the killing of Mr. 
Garrison, that whom there was not so 
popular a citizen in Oklahoma conn- 
ty. 
George Garrison was a loveable 
man and unusually popular through­ 
out the state for aa officer whose of­ 
ficial duties were limited to one coun­ 
ty. The Pontotoc officers are on the 
lookout for the negro fiend.
